Another Brazilian Revolt With 
Fierce Fighting 


Another British Mutiny. 
By Cable and Associated Press. 

Loxvon, July 22.—The Truth to-day 
prints another startling story of mu- 
tiny in the British army, which it 
claims occurred to the Second Battal- 
jon of the Cold Stream Guards, quar- 
tered at Wellington barracks, near 
Buckingham Palace, identically where 
it furnished the guard of honor during 
the recent visit of Emperor William.“ 
It seems that the duty thus necessi- 
tated was far from pleasant to the 
guardsmen who had long been the 
pets of the British army. After the 
departure of the Emperor the guards 
expected a day of freedom from guard 
mounting for recuperation. The men, 
however, were ordered on parade duty 
as usual in full marching order. As 
a result they became sullen and un- 
managable, and the First and Third 
companies at first bluntly refused 
parade. The officers of these com- 
panies held a burried consuitation, 
not liking the prospecte of a term of 
exile similar to that which the Sec- 
ond battalion of the Grenadier Guards 
was subjected to at Bermuda. Asa 
result they argoed the matter with 
the privates, holding up to them the} 
prospects of exile from England. The 
privates finally sullenly consented to 


parade, but their behavior became so 
glaringly insubordinate that the offi- 
cers marched them back to the bar- 
racks and ordered the commands to 
be confined three days as punishment. 
Ten senior privates were also placed 
under arrest with a view of trying by 
court martial for inseabordination. 
Ninety of the guardsmen thereupon 
barricaded themselves in a room in 
the barracks and refused to emerge 
until their ten comrades should be 
guaranteed the same treatment ag ac- 
corded to the others. General Hard- 
ing was finally called in, and bya 
judicious speeth succeeded in quieting 

‘The peculiar significance of this 
mutinous sentiment can be jadged 
when it is understood that the guards 
are the oldest corps in the army with 
a single exception.
